(SPECIAL REVIEW.) 

Sir John Ross, who to us in Ireland for 
twenty-five years was known as Mr, Justice 
Ross, has published a volume of autobio- 
graphy and reminiscence under the title, 
i The Years of My Pilgrimage.’’ (London: 
Edward Arnold and Co. 18s.) | 

Sir John’s name will have a particular pore 
in Irish annals as that of the last rd 
Chancellor, “The great office of Irish Lord 
Chancellor, which had existed since the 
twelfth century, came to an end,” he records, 
‘‘on the 6th December, 1922, by the passing 
of the Statute at that date (confirming the 
Vree State Constitution). Stephen de 
Riddell. a Norman, was the first Chancellor, 
in the time of Henry 11., and John Ross, in 
the reign of King George V., was the last.” 

Connecting that event with the destruction 
ef the Four Courts building and the Free 
State Courts of Justice Act, Sir John Ross 
says with modesty :—‘‘It is fitting that some- 
one should essay a portrayal of the per- 
sonalities and surroundings of the Bench and 
Bar, so famous in their days, and, inter alia, 
rescue from oblivion scenes and stories of 
their . times. That, indeed, is a special 
reason for such a book; but many friends of 
Sir John Ross had long hoped that he would 
in any event set down some of his memories. 
He has had a specially interesting contact 
with many phases of Irish life; Gis social 
qualities have given him many notable 
acquaintances, wal persons who have listened 
to him on social occasions know that he has 
@ rich store of anecdotes worthy of preserva- 
tion. 

A SUDDEN APPOINTMENT. 

Sir John Ross does not clear up the mystery 
ef the circumstances connected with his 
appointment as Lord Chancellor. He was 
concerned at the time, as senior Lord Justice, 
in arrangements for the sitting of the Parlia- 
ment for Southern Ireland under the Act of 
1920. "I had‘ all this settled on Saturday. 
On Sunday evening I was rung up by Mr. 
(Gerald Horan, the Clerk of the Crown and 
Hanaper. I thought he was discussing some- 
thing connected with the Parliamentary 
@rrangements, when his voice became clear. 

““4 congratulate you, ' he said; “a warrant 
has arrived from the King directing you to be 
eworn in as Lord Chancellor of Ireland to- 
morrow morning. - 

"I was astonished. I had received no 
letter from the Prime Minister offering me the 
te and the then holder of the office, Sir 
James Campbell, had received, I believe, no 
letter removing him.” 

[In his new office Sir John Ross presided 
over the High Court of Appeal for All 
Treland. “ It was contended that the High 
Court of Appeal was bound by previous 
eppellate decisions. I delivered judgment 
against this contention, holding that the new 
Court was superior to all former Irish 
Apellate Tribunals, and not bound by their 
decisions. A solicitor’s clerk, on leaving, 
was asked by a friend what had been the 
result. 

“ They have decided,’ said he, “' that their- 
eclves are such a hell of a court as never was 
in the country before !’’ 

FATE OF THE MACE 

After the destruction of the Four Courts 
building, the Lord Chancellor's mace, a 
magnificent piece of silver-work, which was 
kept in a steel box in one of the walls, was 
taken out and found to be almost uninjured. 
“ At the opening of the aes © (in. the 
King's Inns) I requested it to be handed 
ever to my. mace-bearer, but the Free State 
authorities refused on various grounds that 
ere past understanding. ‘They have retained 
it to the present time, although they have no 
claim to it whatever." 

“ This,” Sir John adds, “is the only act 
ef wrong I have to complain of agamst the 
Free State: in other respects 1 was always 
treated by them with courtesy.” Elsewhere 
be pays a remarkable tribute to his country- 
men. “' It is only right to say that, although 
I lived in Southern Ireland for more than 
forty years, and although during that period, 
In the execution of my duty, I often was 
pbliged to do unpopular things, neither I nor 
any member of my family had to complain of 
an unkind deed, or even word.”’ 

AN IRISHMAN. i 

That is, perhaps, as much a testimonial to 
the good qualities of the man who writes it 
as a tribute to the tolerance of others. Irish- 
men usually respect a man who holds his 
opinions firmly, ever if those opinions are un- 
popular; but Sir John Ross possesses 
qualities of humour and sympathy which 
have given him a place of esteem 
among his fellow-countrymen, He is 
justified in quoting that tribute, which 
was paid to him by old opponents 
when he went from his last high office: 
“ Although he has not always seen eye to eye 
politically with the majority of his country- 
men, it can truthfully be said of him that, in 
temperament, courage and character he was 
never other than Irish ‘n the best sense of the 
word.” 

Some of the most interesting passages in 
this book, indeed, are those in which Sir John 
Ross gives instances of people’s response to 
an attitude of fairness and sympathy. When 
he was chairman of an advisory @ppeal com- 
mittee appointed to hear the complaints of 
men interned by the British authorities during 
the pre-Truce struggle, prisoners were some- 
times brought to his house at Stillorgan. “I 
recommended that these men should be 
released on parole for the day, to enable 
them. to come to Dublin to see me; in no case 
did any of them ever break his parole.”’

Arriving in Clonmel to open the Assizes, he

An old priest came up from the West to see 
him, in his capacity as a Commissioner of 
National Education, and successfully 
his assistance in a matter concerning the local 
national school. They had some conversation 
about the affairs of the district, during which 
the priest explained how he had to go with 
the people for policy’s sake. On departing 
the priest said: “ There's another little matter 
I hope you will not misunderstand. On nex. 
Sunday there is to be a meeting in the. chapel 
yard, where a resolution will be ed callin 
on the Government to remove the tyrannic 
despot, Judge Ross, from the Bench, and your 
humble servant is to be in the chair; but you 
won't misunderstand ?”’ 

Sir John Ross's early reputation was largely 
connected with his part in the prosecution of 
Father McFadden, of Gweedore—a_ well- 
remembered case, with which was involved 
the murder of District Inspector Maztin. 
Years afterwards Father McFadden appealed 
to Sir John, then Land Judge, to promote the 
sale of an estate in his parish. ‘In a few 
months the sale was effected, and I received 
a grateful letter of thanks from him. Shortly 
before his death I happened to meet him, and 
he came up and spoke to me in the most 
friendly way. What strange folk we Irish

“DERRY WALLS.” 

It is time to look at the book more con- 
secutively. The future Lord Chancellor was 
born at Derry on the 11th December, 1853. 
He was the eldest son of a Presbyterian 
minister who was much beloved by the towns- 
folk, and he paints an interesting picture of 
the Derry of his boyhood days, where social 
distinctions were strictly observed from the 
merchant princes at the top down to the 
factory clerks at the bottom, and “high above 
all these grades there was an ecclesiastica! 
patriciate, composed of the Bishop, the Dea 
and the Canons of the Cathedral.’’ Dr. 
Alexander was then Bishop and a warm friend 
of the author’s father. ‘““They go to box,” 
was one theory as to their regular and long 
Saturday walks together, “and find out 
whether Bishops or Moderators is according 
to Scripture.”’ 

THE LORD CHIEF BARON. 

Remembrance of the Derry election petition 
against the return of Mr. (afterwards Baron) 
Dowse gives occasion for reminiscences of that 
famous judge. It was, however, the success- 
ful argument of “Mr. Palles, Q.C.,” that 
struck his imagination most forcibly. 

“The effect on me was electric. I was 
seized with a passion to become a great advo- 
cate like Mr. Palles. The Ulster youth of the 
professional classes.always looks forward to a 
career in India, where he hopes to follow in 
the steps of the great Ulster men—the 
Lawrences, Montgomery, and the great 
General Nicholson, In my. case all these 
dreams were blown away by the speech of 
Mr. Palles; henceforth I lived only for one 
thing—to achieve success at the Bar of 
Ireland.” The young dreamer could. hardly 
have anticipated that he would be the 
colleague of Lord Chief Baron Palles on the 
Irish Bench for twenty years. Sir John Ross 
was appointed Land Judge in 1896: the 
“ Last of the Barons” remained on the Bench 
till 1916. 

Ross went to Trinity College, Dublin, with 
the Foyle College Exhibition ; won a sizarship 
with honours in classics and metaphysics, and 
was one of the first Presbyterians, after the 
abolition of the religious test, to gain a 
Foundation Scholarship. He was President of 
the Philosophical Society and Auditor of the 
Historical. ‘“ Zozimus”’ parodied his address : 
it is characteristic of the author to mention 
the fact. Sir John Ross has been President of 
the College Historical Society since the death 
of Lord Ashboume in 1913. “' As to athletics, 
I belonged to the University Boat Club, of 
which I am now President; Ko one of the 
two founders of the Lawn Tennis Club; I 
boxed and fenced a good deal, and for two

A NOTED RACONTEUR. 

These, however, are only early samples of 
a long string of stories taken by Sir John 
Ross, partly out of the rich stock of anec- 
dotage of the Irish Bench and Bar, and partly 
out of his own shrewd appreciation of a point 
of humour. ' We must not here follow him 
along the string. Suffice it to say that Sir 
John keeps his reputation as a skilled 
raconteur. 

More than that, he reveals himself as a 
man of warm human sympathies,.of scholarly 
tastes, of strong affection for his old Univer- 
sity and other institutions which he has been 
able to serve, of a good sporting spirit, and 
of firm friendship towards men .of different 
rank—noble patrons, brilliant colleagues, and 
loyal servants, portrayed here in his gallery 
of reminiscence.

CASE IN THE POLICE COURT. 


Thomas McKeon, 12 Prussia street, was 
charged in the Dublin District Court yesterday, 
before Mr. Cussen, by the Society for the 
Prevention of Cruelty to Animals, with ill- 
treating a cow in the Dublin Cattle Market 
on September 25th. 

Inspector Mc.vabb, of the Society, said that 
he saw the defendant strike the cow on the 
head with a heavy stick. 

The defendant said that he did not 
deliberately ill-treat tle animal. 

Accepting this explanation, the magistrate 
dismissed the case with a caution, and 
ordered the defendant to pay ls. costs. 

R. J. Joyce, Clifden, Co. Galway, and John 
P. Cuffe, cattle salesman, Dublin, were also 
summoned by the Society for permitting a 
bullock, Mr. Joyce’s property, to stand for 
sale at the Cattle Market, while it was 
suffering from deformed hoofs, fetlocks, and 
pasterns, 

Inspector McNabb said that he saw the 
animal in the Cattle Market on September 
llth. It appeared to be in pain, and was 
not in a fit condition to be left. standing. 

Mr. Heeney, V.S.,. deposed that the 
bullock’s pasterns and hoofs were deformed, 
and it was standing on three legs. In such 
a condition the anima] should not have been 
brought from the West of Ireland. He 
believed it had been suffering for a eon- 
siderable time, and understtod that it was 
taken away from the Market and slaughtered. 
Mr. John P. Cuffe told the magistrate that this 
was the first case of its kind that he had been 
concerned with during his 3 years’ ee 
of the Cattle Market. He had been chairman 
of the Cattle Traders’ Association, which had 
for one of its objects the supression of ill- 
treatment. . They had been urging the 
authorities to put a — to it. The present 
case had not been brought to his notice, until 
he got the summons. If the Inspector had 
told him he would have had the animal 
examined by a veterinary surgeon. He did 
not think that there was es wrong 
with it, and it did not lie down. r. Joyce 
brought the bullock with a drove of twenty 
others. 

P. K. Joyce said that the animal was 
deformed since birth, and he was not aware 
that it had suffered in consequence., , 

The magistrate fined Mr. Joyce £1 with 
ls, 6d. costs, and dismissed the case against 
Mr. Cuffe.,
